A cantilever pipe (15) of the outrigger arrangement (5) with 
several sections (7) can be moved over a set working area of 
field (1) .

The final section of the arm is 
accurately positioned with respect to the base (66) and 
stabilised by means of a control system (67) to prevent undue 
swinging of the delivery tube.
